Akron & Columb us, two other railroad u 
are on tbe programme and the method 
of getting hold of the latter it as 
unique OK the attack on the Akron 
road. The two roads ID question are 
the Cincinnati, Dayton & Iron ton, and 
the Cincinnati, Daytoa ft Cakago rail- 
roads, both of which ara leased by the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton. They 
were unloaded upon the Hamilton tt 
Dayton company during Ives' connec- 
tion with tbe latter property. 


IveaiaBaLd to be intimately associated 


with the Ohio Southern, extending from 
Springfield to Wellnton, O., but that 
small road is too insignificant tor one 
of Ives' pretension* It practically be- 
gins nowhere and onds In the woods. 
But odd to this the railroads named 
and great possibilities aro opened no. 
The Cincinnati, Dayton & Ironton, ex- 
tending 1A£ miles from Ironton to Day- 
ton, affords a link In a through sea- 
board route. The Dayton & Chicago, 
extending ninety-five miles* from Day- 
ton to Delphoa, with a franchise for a 
line into Fort Wayne, is quite a step 
toward a lime Into Chicago. 


But these lines would npt be com- 


plete without a feeder froti tho cast 
and northeast tapping the great rail- 
roads of the lakes and mining regions. 
Hence the plan to tret control of tbe 
Cleveland, Akron & Columbus road, 
which, although not oivned by tlie 
Pennsylvania railroad, gives that big 
company the only route from Cleve- 
land to Columbus, Cincinnati and the 
southwest The loss of this link, the 
line of which extends IM miles from 
Hudson to Columbus, would be a tad 
blow to the Pennsylvania company.

Take a Defenseless Negro Criminal 


From Jail and Hang Him to a 


B ridge and Then Riddle Hit 


Body With Bullets. 


A Xiynohlxtff Only Awaltlnir th« Oaptur* 
ot a Culprit. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Feb. 14.—The 


police, reinforced by a crowd of citl* 
Eons and bloodhounds, are looking for 
an unknown negro to-day. In the 
event of his capture a lynching will 
take place in this city. Shortly be- 
fore noon Mrs. Moose, a respected 
white woman about 51 years of age, 
was assaulted and outraged by the 
negro. The outrage was committed on 
Helen street and it did not take long 
to get the police as well as every able 
bodied man in the neighborhood to 
start on the negro's trail. No one 
knows who he is an* it is with diffi- 
culty that the police are searching for 
a clow. 
The Black Man'* Crime—An Attack on 
the Jail. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., 3Teb. 14.—This 


morning1 Mrs. Mary Moore, a widow, 
residing in a thickly-set tied part of the 
city, was outraged by a negro. He 
Bcumcd familiar with the house, entered 
it and proceeded to a bedroom where 
Mrs. Mooro was at work. Before she 
could scream the villain seized her 
around the waist and placed a hand 
over her mouth. When she regained 
consciousness she was alone, the fiend 
having- accomplished his purpose and 
fled. 


Several arrests were made, the men 


being released afterwards, but the 
last capture, Tom Blunt, is in Jail, 
which has been surrounded by a crowd 
for hours. If Blunt ia identified an at- 
tempt will bo made to hang him unless 
he cau be taken out of town. The 
sheriff, will, it is believed make a 
(stand against any attempt to enter the 
jail. 


After dark tho crowd gathered in 


greater force at the jail. It was com- 
posed largely of railroad men, the 
brute's victim being the mother of one 
of their number. All protests and re- 
monstrances failed, and an attempt 
was made to break tiie jail, a battering 
ram being used. 


At 0 o'clock the outer door had been 


forced iu and behind it are the deputies 
who ask for aid, but pet none, as the 
city police force would be powerless 
and there is no militia company in the 
city. Tho hanging of the brute is only 
a question of time. A Winchester was 
fired in the air from a jail window.

TUB O'DONNKLL TRIAL. 


Damaging Testimony Affalnat tha Ac- 


onsad. 


P5TT8BUBGH, Pa,, Feb. 15.—In the 


trial of Hugh O'Donnell, yesterday, 
Capt. Cooper, the commander of the 
New York delegation at Plnkertons, 
resumed his testimony, but it did not 
differ from that the witness gave at 
the trial of Jack Clifford. 
He saw 


O'Donnell on the shore when the barges 
first landed, and again at the time of 
the surrender. 


W. H. Burke gave his version of the 


trip up the river. He said he saw five 
men fall on the barges and several on 
the shore as the result of the firing. 
Saw O'Donnell, Hugh Rosa and others 
coming down the river bank when the 
barges landed. O'Donnell cried out to 
them: "Don't you land. If you come 
ashore every one of you will be killed." 
Saw him later in the morning and 
again at the time of the surrender. 


During cross-examination Burke be- 


came very much confused when he dis- 
covered that the testimony he had been 
given differed very much from that he 
had offered during the Clifford trial. 


James Malley, a Pinkerton, testified 


to seeing O'Donnell on the shore when 
the barges landed, "O'Donnell' cried 
out, 'the first one of yon that comes 
ashore will be killed.'" Saw him again 
at 8 o'clock. "A man was standing on 
the bank with a revolver in his hand. 
O'Donnell ordered him away and placed 
a man there who had a shot-gun." In 
the cross-examination witness said he 
had not heard O'Donnell gave any or- 
ders, but had seen him shifting the 
men around. Witness was standing 
on the bow of the barges when he 
saw all this. 
Witness said he had 


"seen the bullets" as they were fired 
from the shore strike the barges. Wit- 
ness became very angry at counsel for 
defense, who succeeded in getting him 
very badly tangled in his statements. 


Col. Joseph S. Grey, the sheriff's chief 


deputy, said he heard the captains of 
the Pinkertons' orders not to fire until 
they had been fired upon.

Henry B. Ires' Scheme for Getting Con- 


trol of Railroads. 


NEW YOBK, Feb. 14.—It is said that 


the Cleveland, Akron & Columbus 
Railroad Co., for which a receiver was 
appointed two weeks ago by one Ed- 
ward L. Mortimer on the ground of 
mismanagement, 
has 
established 


through correspondence and detectives 
a close connection between the would- 
be receiver and the young "Napoleon 
of Finance," Henry S. Ives. "Further- 
more, the scheme of getting control of 
the road was a part of a much bigger 
deal with which Ives seems to ba 
closely 
associated 
and 
in 
which 


his friends are openly playing a prom- 
inent part 
Besides the Cleveland, 


Akron & Columbus, two other railroads 
are on the programme and the method 
of getting hold of the latter i» as 
unique as the attack on the Akron 
road. The two roads in question are 
the Cincinnati, Dayton & Ironton, and 
the Cincinnati, Dayton & Chicago rail- 
roads, both of which ara leased by the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton. They 
were unloaded upon the Hamilton & 
Dayton company during Ives' connec- 
tion with the latter property. 


Ives is said to be intimately associated 


with the Ohio Southern, extending from 
Springfield to Wellston, 0., but that 
small road is too insignificant for one 
of Ives' pretensions. 
It practically be- 


gins nowhere and ends In the woods. 
But add to this the railroads named 
and great possibilities are opened up. 
The Cincinnati, Dayton & Ironton, ex- 
tending 163 miles from Ironton to Day- 
ton, affords a link in a through sea- 
board route. The Dayton & Chicago, 
extending ninety-five miles, from Day- 
ton to Delphos, with a franchise for a 
lino into Fort Wayne, is quite a step 
toward a line into Chicago. 


But these lines would not be com- 


plete without a feeder from tho east 
and northeast tapping the great rail- 
roads of the lakes and mining regions. 
Hence the plan to fret control of the 
Cleveland, Akron &. Columbus road, 
which, although not owned by tho 
Pennsylvania railroad, gives that big 
company the only route from Cleve- 
land to Columbus, Cincinnati and the 
southwest. The loss of this Hull, the 
line of which extends 144 miles from 
Hudson to Columbus, would be a bad 
blow to the Pennsylvania company.

The sergeants-at-arm s succcedct 
in finding Kich, after considerabli 
search, in the parlors of the Dutton 
hotel, read their warrant to him and 
demanded that he accompany them. 
John W. Briedenthal, Fred Bailey and 
others interfered in behalf of Rich, and 
immediately there was a great crowd oi 
people in the hot.il. After a brief strug- 
gle the crowd moved out upon the 
street, and with Kich in custody of 
both republicans and populists, the 
erowd moved up the street. 


At the corner of Ninth and Kansas 


avenues tho republicans tried to run 
Eich over to tho Copeland house, and 
a warlike 
scene followed. In the 


struggle Representative Eyan knocked 
one of tho republican sergeants down 
and almost immediately got astride oi 
him, while John W. Briedenthal had 
to use force to get rid of a republican 
who was trying to pull him away from 
Rich. 


Other men exchanged blows, but no- 


body was seriously hurt. 


In the end the populists got their 


man away, and took him to tho gov- 
ernor's office, from wheYe, a few min- 
utes later, ho was triumphantly es- 
corted into the hall of tho house of 
representatives. 


When Rich appeared it was not quite 


time for the populist house to meet, 
but Speaker Dunsmore rapped for or- 
der and made a short speech.
